1 . FRG AMBASSADOR VON STADEN MET IN HIS EC-9 CHAIRMANSHIP

TO TOUCH BASE ON CYPRUS AND EAST- WEST DEVELOPMENTS BEFORE 
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THE SEPTEMBER 14 EC-9 FOREIGN MINISTER'S MEETING. VON 
STADEN REMARKED THAT THE AGENDA FOR EC-9 POLITICAL CONSULT- 
ATIONS IS "SELF-EVIDENT", BUT THE ONLY SPECIFIC TOPICS HE 
MENTIONED IN ADDITION TO THE ABOVE WERE THE MIDDLE EAST 
AND AFRICA, ON WHICH THERE WAS NO DISCUSSION. 

2. TURKEY, GREECE AND CYPRUS: ASSISTANT SECRETARY VEST 
STATED THAT COUNSELOR NIMETZ WOULD BRIEF THE FRG, BRITISH,

VEST REPLIED THAT THE LIFTING OF THE TURKISH EMBARGO IS 
EXPECTED TO PASS BOTH HOUSES OF CONGRESS BUT THAT 
CONGRESS WOULD BE WATCHING CYPRUS DEVELOPMENTS CLOSELY. 
BOTH THE U.S. DEFENSE AGREEMENT WITH TURKEY AND THE 
SIMILAR AGREEMENT WITH GREECE WILL HAVE TO BE REVISED. 

VON STADEN ASKED IF THE U.S. CONTEMPLATED ANY EC ACTIVITY 
REGARDING CYPRUS IN THE NEAR FUTURE. VEST REPLIED THAT, 
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IN THE NEAR FUTURE, HE DID NOT THINK SO BUT CYPRUS WOULD 
BE A POSSIBLE SUBJECT FOR DISCUSSION IN THE UNGA
